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1. UK DCM LOGAN CALLED ON CHARGE OCTOBER 20 TO DISCUSS LON- 
DON'S VIEWS ON GREECE-NATO NEGOTIATIONS. LOGAN DESCRIBED 
CARAMANLIS TALKS IN LONDONALONG LINES REF A AND SAID CALLAGHAN 
AND WILSON WERE IMPRESSED BY CARAMANLIS’ STATEMENT THAT HE 
WANTED GREECE TO RETURN TO FULL NATO MEMBERSHIP. BUT THAT, 

IF COMPELLED TO CHOOSE NOW BETWEEN FULL MEMBERSHIP AND LEAVING, 
HE WOULD HAVE NO CHOICE BUT TO TAKE GREECE OUT OF NATO. 
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2. ACCORDINGLY, LOGAN SAID, HIS AUTHORITIES BELIEVED THE ALLIES 
SHOULD NOT PRESS THE GREEKS FOR RAPID PROGRESS IN NEGOTIATIONS 
ON NATO ISSUES, BUT SHOULD ALLOW THE GREEKS TO MOVE FORWARD 
AT THE TEMPO THEY CHOOSE. IN LONDON’S VIEW, NATO'S INTERIM 
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ADJUSTMENTS TO GREECE'S PARTIAL WITHDRAWAL FROM PARTICIPATION 
IN NATO MILITARY ACTIVITY COULD BE SUSTAINED FOR SOME TIME, 

THE GREEKS CANNOT BE PRODDED INTO ACCOMMODATIONS ON DIFFICULT 
ISSUES SUCH AS OVERFLIGHTS, AND THE GREEKS SHOULD BE PER 
MITTED GRADUALLY TO CLARIFY THEIR POSITION ON THE POINTS 
COVERED IN THEIR OCTOBER 9 STATEMENT TO THE NAC (REF B). 

3. CHARGE NOTED THAT SINCEHE DISCUSSED US POSITION ON GREECE- 
NATO RELATIONS (REF C) WITH KEY ALLIED AND GREEK PERMREPS IN 
EARLY OCTOBER, THERE HAD BEEN ENCOURAGING DEVELOPMENTS OF 
OCTOBER 9 GREEK STATEMENT TO THE NAC AND CARAMANLIS' STATEMENT 
OF OCTOBER 16. AS CHARGE HAD TOLD DPC, US WELCOMED OCTOBER 9 
STATEMENT AND SUGGESTED MORE RAPID PROGRESS WOULD LIKELY BE 
POSSIBLE ON PRACTICAL ISSUES THAN ON THE BROADER POLITICAL 
ISSUES OF GREECE'S RELATIONSHIP WITH NATO. CHARGE SAID US 
BELIEVES THERE IS A NEED FOR EFFORT AT NATO TO MAKE PROGRESS 
WHERE POSSIBLE IN GREECE-NATO NEGOTIATIONS BECAUSE OF (A) 

NEED TO DEMONSTRATE THAT ALLIES ARE TAKING INTO ACCOUNT 
LEGITIMATE TURKISH CONCERNS, AND (B) NEED TO KEEP GREECE-NATO 
NEGOTIATIONS IN STRIDE WITH NEGOTIATIONS ON US-GREEK DEFENSE 
ARRANGEMENTS. HE ADDED THAT OPEN-ENDED DPC WORKING GROUP WOULD 
PROVIDE A MECHANISM TO CONTAIN ANY TURKISH EFFORTS TO PUT 
UNDUE PRESSURE ON THE GREEKS. 

4. LOGAN ACKNOWLEDGE VALIDITY OF REASONS FOR MOVING AHEAD 
ON GREECE-NATO NEGOTIATIONS, WHICH HE BELIEVED LONDON MIGHT 
TO SOME EXTENT HAVE OVERLOOKED IN REACTING TO CARAMANLIS' 
REMARKS. HE SAID HE WOULD DISCUSS UK VIEWS WITH OTHER KEY 
DELEGATIONS AND ATTEMPT TO ENCOURAGE FRG, WHICH HAS BEEN SILENT 
ON ISSUE TO DATE, TO WELCOME OCTOBER 9 GREEK STATEMENT. 

5. COMMENT: WHILE THERE APPEARS TO BE DIFFERENCE OF EMPHASIS 
IN UK APPROACH TO GREECE-NATO NEGOTIATIONS, WE BELIEVE UK CAN 
BE ACCOMMODATED THROUGH DISCUSSION IN OPEN-ENDED DPC GROUP.
